It grows 
by virtue—vye‘should rather say by vice —of 
the law. It grows the faster by the surroundr 
. ing poverty which create*, a, keen competition in 
the labor market. Every dollar of the million¬ 
aire costs the government More to protect it than 
it costs to protect ten dollars of the man. who 
tjvns but a thousand. Now where is the wip- 
dom of taxing the dhousand dollarsiprecisely 
the'same percentage that you tax the millions! 
We are quite .willing the present millionaires 
should enjoy their hoards as well aud as long 
as they can. But We* would have the scale of 
taxation so arranged that private estates could 
not accumulate to that unwieldy-extent. When 
tho waters in the great fountains rise to a cer¬ 
tain height they ough) tb over-flow to fertilize 
the land, and the aggregate wisdom of the 
state shbuld tike care that they do not overflow 
to. waste and evaporate, buftomake every spot* 
green. 

It is very dasy to call the scheme which we 
have so imperfectly explained, for want of time 
and space, Quixotic,. Utopian, Agrarian. Dog, 
berrial. .We are not oureelves so greeii as to 
■ expect anything’ of this sort .to be put in prac¬ 
tice in our day.. But wo confidently believe the 
day will come when it will be, and we mean to 
give our feeble endeavors to hasten ,it. - Were 
industry always able to command the use of'a 
certain amount of capital, there would no,longer 
be any trouble about wages. The possession of 
capita! would rip longer give an absolute and 
slaveholding control of the labor market, and 
, there would bp-more industry, fnore economy, 
and a v j»reater aggregate accumulation. Tho 
possession of ton .thousand follars in..»uch tv 
stifle of society, would give aUnaa — for. with
